rel oi'flour, producing to the baker S 19,20 
per barrel, when manufactured. The price 
ofbctif. bakers flour ranges from §8 to 8,50 
per barrel — consequently the prolit i.s $10- 
70, from which, however, arc to lie paid the 
expenses oflraking, wages, rent &c. On 
the other hand, much sour and inferior flour 
is used in mixing, which turns the scale of 
nrofit considerably in favor of the bakers." 
This is a suhjcclm which all classes, and es- 
pecially the poor, are inleresti'd — lor with 
them broad i-. iiH^d Hut staff uf life— 
Doubtless, some (it* rmr lakers not consci- 
entiously and jus.,,y, but there are otlier.s, 
we fear, who pursue a course exactly the re- 
verse.
